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Communities Still Making a Connection 

Update: Tri-Town Councils on Aging 

By Marilou Newell 

While many businesses have closed or scaled back 
services, those providing essential support have gone 
into overdrive. One such group are the dedicated people 
who work or volunteer at the Tri-Town councils on aging. 
Never before have these agencies been pressed to do so 
much with so few people. Yet they carry on, ensuring that 
seniors in their communities have food, can get to a medical 
appointment as necessary or simply to say hello over the 
telephone inquiring into the health and wellbeing of the 
older residents in Marion, Rochester and Mattapoisett. 

Rochester Council on Aging, however, told The 
Wanderer on April 3 that the previously offered home 
delivery of meals was being temporarily halted to allow the 
building to be disinfected and to give volunteers and staff 
time to be apart. The building will be closed for one month. 

COA Director Cheryl Randall-Mach said, "We 
can't stay six feet apart in the kitchen and most of our 
volunteers are seniors." She said that if a senior household 
needed groceries, "We will shop for them and drop off 
the groceries." She also said, "We'll continue to provide 
transportation to healthy seniors who have medical 
appointments." 

Randall-Mach said that Coastline Elderly Services had 
been advised of the situation and was prepared to provide 
Meals-on-Wheels to the impacted residents. "We miss 
everyone, miss the activity in the building... we can't wait 
to get back," she said. 

In the meantime, staff and some volunteers will be 
working remotely from home, Randall-Mach stated. You 
can reach the Rochester COA at 508-763-8723 and visit 
www.townofrochestermass.com. 

It was also announced as of April 3 on Rochester's 
website that there was one confirmed case of COVID-19 
in the community. All three communities are reporting 
confirmed case numbers at this time.

Council on Aging when it acquired the former Benjamin 
Cushing VFW building on Wareham Road. Former Board 
of Selectmen member and Director of Marion Recreation 
Department Jody Dickerson said, "When the town 
purchased the building from the veterans, it was the wish of 
the veterans that the building become a community center 
serving everyone." 

The town invested in remodeling and refurbishing 
the building to be fully ADA compliant and gutted the 
former kitchen into a 21st century gleaming jewel. "We call 
ourselves a community center," Dickerson said. "We are in 
the center of so many things." 

Before the advancement of COVID-19, the daily lunch 
program offered to Marion residents was a great hit with 
homecooked meals, linen table cloths, and the opportunity 
for people to visit and mingle socially. Now the staff and 
volunteers have had to expand the Meals-on-Wheels 
program, serving approximately 30 people in Marion in a 
manner that bridges the need to be physically separated yet 
humanly connected.

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"The Recreation Department staff delivers the meals," 
Dickerson stated. "They place the meal bag on a doorknob, 
knock on the door and step back." He said they wait to 
make sure someone answers the knock. Once contact has 
been established, the delivery driver inquires if all is well, 
then carries on to the next stop. 

"All the drivers use gloves to handle the meals and 
door handles. They use the gloves once," Dickerson 
confirmed. If the knock is not responded, the Police 
Department is contacted for a wellness check. 

The food provided to all the Tri-Town agencies 
comes from Coastline Elderly Services headquartered in 
New Bedford. A monthly menu can be viewed at www. 
coastlinenb.org/nutrition/menu/ or in the local COA 
newsletters. 

Staying on the theme of food, the Town of Marion, 
under the guidance of Town Administrator Jay McGrail, 
started a local food bank. Marion Council on Aging 
Director Karen Gregory said that anyone can pick up a 
bag of groceries in the parking lot of the community center 
parking lot on Tuesdays and Thursdays between 1:00 and 
3:00 pm. 

Originally, the process followed up on a call to the 
COA office letting the staff know how many people are in 
the household with a delivery of the appropriate bag of 
groceries to the waiting vehicle. According to McGrail, that 
procedure was altered last week so that residents can step 
out of their vehicles and take a bag of groceries off a table 
outside the office. 

Gregory said donations of non-perishable foods or 
cash may be dropped off at the Community Center or at 
the Marion Police Station. She said that there is an outdoor 
dropbox for envelopes at the center. She also added that 
the COA board was discussing making outbound calls to 
seniors to give them a bit more social connectedness during 
these days of isolation. To reach the Marion COA call 508- 
748-3570 and learn more about Meals-on-Wheels, groceries, 
or other programs. For more information, visit www. 
marionma.gov. 

In Mattapoisett, outbound calling has begun. 

Jackie Coucci, Mattapoisett Council on Aging director, 
said that volunteers have been given lists and contact 
numbers for senior residents registered with the COA. The 
caller inquires if the resident has everything they need, if

services are required, if another call in the coming days is 
welcomed, and generally assuring the resident they are not 
alone. 

While Mattapoisett's COA was not providing a 
meals program. Coastline was at Village Court located off 
Acushnet Road. The group meal program, as in all other 
locations, is closed for the time being while the Meals-on- 
Wheels program has stepped up. "In the past two weeks 
since we let people know they can call us for meal delivery, 
we've seen an additional 25 requests," Coucci said. 

Keeping seniors physically active is another area where 
the COA's have provided programming. "We've got yoga 
online now," Coucci happily reported. "It not only keeps 
people moving, it keeps them connected," she explained. 
Other types of classes will be coming online soon, she 
said, such as Zumba. Those classes will be available for 
viewing through the town's website, www.mattapoisett. 
net. You may also visit the COA's Facebook page or call 
Mattapoisett's COA at 508-758-4100 for updated details.

"When you're with a kid, you're all in. It's not just a job. 
At Lakeville, we're a small club and we treat everyone like 
family," said Howard, who worked with Bindas on Monday 
morning at the Center School courts in Mattapoisett. 

"She plays like an 18-year-old. She's mature, just in 
terms of shot selection and court sense," said Howard, 
noting Bindas' unusual racquet-head speed for such a 
young player (she turned 14 on March 28). "If you time the 
ball correctly, the power is going to be there. Her timing is 
so impeccable on her ground strokes. 

"She still has a learning curve and it's not always going 
to be the right decision, but she's very decisive in what she 
does." 

In last week's layout of the high school spring 
sports season, if public schools return to class on May 4 
as scheduled, the Massachusetts Interscholastic Athletic 
Association (MIAA) canceled the state individual singles 
and doubles tennis tournaments as part of a program meant 
to curb mingling for safety. There will be team competition 
and only for league and sectional championships. 

That's a tough break for a player like Bindas, who had 
just turned 13 last year when she won four matches in the 
South individual singles tournament before eventual state 
finalist Alex Prudente of Notre Dame mowed her down, 6-0, 
6-0, in the sectional semi-final. 

Compared to her top varsity competition a year ago, 
Bindas is noticeably stronger and, at 5-foot-6, is now as tall 
as her father Scott. That also makes her an inch taller than 
world No. 1 Ash Barty and the same height as perennial 
contender Simona Halep. Not that she'll ever play against 
world elites, but the sport's height wave won't hold her 
back from reaching her own potential. 

"She's lightning-fast... If you hit the ball to her... when 
you have her running, she does not let a ball bounce twice. 
That's self-motivation," said Howard. "She's got that free- 
spirit personality. She knows how to slice; she'll serve and 
volley." 

A righty in life and on the court, Bindas wields a Wilson 
Pro Staff 97L racquet, a popular model among advanced 
players with fast swings. 

"I always work on my serve because it's always going 
to be a big part of my game. It's the one thing you can 
control in your game," said Bindas. 

"It's not a weapon yet, but it will be because the

mechanics are there. That's always the last thing to 
develop," said Howard, who also coaches Prudente and 
Hingham's Lexi Dwyer, two other state-title contenders in 
eastern Massachusetts. 

Howard's experience coaching 
those players is only the tip of a career 
iceberg that tells him there are just 
certain developmental phases where 
boys tend to have more wrist snap 
than girls and can thereby generate 
more easy power on their serves. With 
a preoccupation on developing Bindas' 
overall abilities, Howard thinks her 
instincts for the game are rare so 
he's tailoring her practices toward 
developing those assets. 

"If you watch a typical 
training session... it's 45 minutes of 
groundstrokes pattern, 10 minutes 
of crosscourt pattern, down-the-line 
point play, (but) not a lot of coming 
into net.

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but general concern that a child lacks a well-rounded life 
experience doesn't apply in her case. 

As a 12-year-old in 2018, Bindas began attending 
Wareham High on school choice, splitting her time between 
attending seventh-grade classes and online classwork 
at home. She increased her attendance this school year, 
attending two half days and two full days in the fall 
semester before attending full time through the current 
semester until schools were closed on March 13. 

Because of Bindas' background as a homeschooled 
student, the adjustment to doing her classwork at home has 
not been difficult. 

"It's just a little bit weird not being able to talk to your 
teacher, but we're kind of used to doing a lot of work on our 
Chromebooks from some classes," she said. "English, we do 
all of our writing assignments online and we do all of our 
worksheets online." 

As an elective, Bindas takes Mythology, watches 
documentaries, and does her history projects online. 

Part of the attraction of Wareham High is the town's 
participation in the International Baccalaureate program, 
the brainchild of post-World War II Swiss educators looking 
to establish a suitable manner by which the well-traveled 
children of diplomats could qualify for acceptance to 
universities. 

The organization has evolved and expanded to cover a 
wider range of age groups. Locally, it offers Wareham High 
students who qualify on academic merit to choose as high 
school juniors to take IB classes or enroll in the full, two- 
year program that shapes the student's entire curriculum 
for their final two years of high school. 

The most obvious emphasis is on small-group and 
project-based learning and the absence of a traditional 
classroom lecture hall setting. 

"I'm definitely going to do that," said Bindas, who at 14 
will be too young to start the full IB program next fall. As an 
eighth-grader age-wise, she currently takes sophomore-level 
classes at Wareham High. The IB is a two-year commitment, 
but that will wait. Next year, Bindas will take Advanced 
Placement courses. 

"I definitely want to go into pre-med," she said. 

"I've always wanted to be a (veterinary doctor) and a 
pediatrician. Now I just don't know because there are so 
many possibilities."

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Assistant Town Administrator Judy Mooney instructed 
the board that the waiving of interest is not a Board of 
Selectmen authority but falls under the treasurer/collector. 
Nonetheless, it will happen. You're extending the due date 
so she will automatically waive that interest/' said Mooney. 

Department of Public Works Director David Willett 
researched approximately 50 municipalities and presented a 
revised street-opening permit for the board's approval. 

The purpose is to make contractors more accountable 
to the town. It has a bonding requirement, and documents 
and amounts have been discussed with insurance agents. 

At present, Marion has neither a bond requirement nor an 
insurance requirement. 

Board of Selectmen member John Waterman said that, 
while the new permit proposal includes bonding, some 
of the procedures outlined are difficult to understand or 
buried deep in the document. 

Parker was happy to see flowable fill addressed but 
was unable to find compaction rates. His main concern was 
for someone filling a sewer box. "This is great coverage if 
you're doing a $100,000 job, but if you're doing a $5,000 job, 
it's a little burdensome," he said. 

"It's really the little contractor that I'm trying to get to 
here," said Willett, alluding to the many small projects and 
the town's policy to inspect them. "There's not enough time 
of the day to go out and inspect all those things." 

It is hoped that more stringent accountability to meet 
requirements will lessen the load on the town. Willett said 
he is "more concerned with their personnel falling into a

"This is what we're asking them to do - spend a 
little more time. You drive down the street and there's a 
thousand little dig-ups, and most of them are Eversource," 
said Willett, who established a blanket bond with the utility 
company. "Normally I don't like blanket bonds; I said 
$50,000 and they didn't blink an eyelash." 

Willett compared Marion's revised permit as being 
similar to North Reading's "street-opening permit." The 
bond, he said, is typically two percent of the cost of the 
work. Marion issues approximately three dozen permits 
a year. Willett is asking all of the town's designers to put 
two-year warranties on all of their projects instead of the 
(customary) one year.

"This isn't a big revenue-catching thing," said Willett, 
who considers the measure a "first step" in the pavement- 
management program. 

The concerns of the Board of Selectmen varied. 

"I'm a firm believer in inspecting work," said Clerk 
Norm Hills. "If there's something that works, let's just tell 
them to use it." 

"We need to understand this process and minimize it 
for our smaller contractors," said Waterman. 

"I'm trying not to create a place in Marion where 
we have one or two contractors," said Parker, citing the 
importance of simple regulations, an authentic bidding 
process and the avoidance of a monopoly. 

McGrail said that, since the board is voting on April 
21, he will obtain the relevant information regarding bond 
procedures. McGrail also said putting off a vote for two 
weeks will allow the town to get public comments on the 
matter.

Dr. Ed Hoffer, the vice chairperson of Marion's Board 
of Health and a practicing physician, attended the meeting 
to explain the closure of beach parking lots in Marion. 

"You read the (Boston) Globe or The New York Times or 
whatever newspaper and you know we're heading into... 
the worst days coming," he told the meeting. "There are 
still no vaccinations, no proven treatments. We're trying 
very hard to limit the disease, and all we've got is masks, 
handwashing, and social distancing." 

Hoffer found that people at the beach were not 
maintaining social distance. "You could set up 20 at a time 
for Silvershell (Beach), but we wanted to keep it down to 
people within walking distance." 

Having seen a half dozen people walking at the beach 
since the closure of the parking lots, Hoffer was pleased.

Selectman Jordan Collyer said, "It's my opinion to 
vote to postpone both town meeting and the elections, to 
reconvene on May 11 and reassess where we are at then... 
The reality is they both need to be pushed out." 

Former Town Administrator and now town consultant 
Mike Gagne said that Town Administrator Mike Lorenco 
had been researching new state provisions. Lorenco stated, 
"Selectmen can approve a one-twelfth budget until we have 
an approved 2021 budget." He later explained that the town 
could use a one-twelfth formula on a month-to-month basis 
calculated from the approved 2020 budget number. 

Silva called for a motion to postpone the spring town 
meeting until further notice and to reconvene on this matter 
on May 11 for further consideration. The motion was 
moved and carried. 

Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger offered her opinion 
regarding the May 19 elections. She said she was in favor of 
keeping the election date and moving forward as planned. 

"I can make accommodations for COVID-19, put safety 
guards in place." She said that more absentee ballots could 
be used, that she would hire fewer poll workers, expand 
early voting and, ".. .people can use their own pens." She 
went on to say that voting booths could be wiped with 
disinfectant clothes between uses, she would station hand 
sanitizers for people to use, and that poll workers would be 
given gloves to wear. She asked the selectmen to let the date 
stand. 

Silva voiced his concerns, saying, "There are two 
components to this election. I'm concerned for those 
running for office." He said that usually the League of 
Women Voters gives candidates a forum to reach voters. 
Secondly, he said, "Candidates go out door-to-door as 
part of the campaign process." With that option now 
unavailable, Silva thought they might not have the 
opportunity to run a campaign at all. 

Collyer said, "We can wait further down the road, 
maybe May 4." He said he agreed in principle with Silva 
that candidates should be asked their opinion in this matter. 
"It wouldn't hurt to ask if they can run a satisfactory 
campaign when you can't talk to people face-to-face." 

The only contested race is the vacant seat on the Board 
of Selectmen, Heuberger confirmed. 

The selectmen agreed they would follow state 
guidelines for the time being while watching to see what 
the state might mandate. The candidates vying for the 
selectman seat are John DeCosta and Tyler Macallister. 

Heuberger said she would proceed with printing the 
ballot, checking the availability of poll workers, as the 
selectmen voted to take no action on this matter at this time. 

In other business, Gagne said that the Board of Health 
had received a $5,000 grant that was used to produce signs 
instructing residents to observe social distance and hand 
washing recommendations and discouraging groups of 
more than 10 people. "We'll place those at Ned's Point, 
Shipyard Park and around the community." He said that 
the sand-lot play area next to Center School was taped off 
from public use as well as the equipment at the town beach 
on Water Street. The tennis and Pickleball courts would 
remain open for now, he said.

Gagne said that the Mattapoisett Land Trust is keeping 
its properties open to the public for the present time, 
but that it, too, was placing notices reminding all of the 
importance of social distancing and moreover, keeping dogs 
leashed at all times. "It's important that all dogs be leashed 
at all times," he said. 

Gagne said that Amanda Stone, the public health 
nurse, and Kayla Davis, the Board of Health director, were 
working extra hours, . .to ensure that Mattapoisett is 
safe." He discussed the proper handling of fresh fruits and 
vegetables as well as groceries and said a link would be 
placed on the town's website with further details. 

Payments due to the town can be dropped off in the 
exterior drop-off box, Gagne reminded the public. He said

Rochester Extends Property Tax Deadline 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 

By Mick Colageo 

The Town of Rochester is extending its deadline for the 
collection of property taxes by one month to June 1. The 
motion passed unanimously during Monday's live, online 
meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen. 

Noting that every week three million people lose their 
jobs due to coronavirus-related layoffs. Board of Selectman 
Clerk Woody Hartley said, "That's going to have an effect." 

"If it can help the people, I have no problem with that," 
said Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar. "We'll work 
with any financial ramifications... we'll borrow... we'll work 
with people." 

A mailing has been created to notify taxpayers that 
they have this option. 

Hartley encouraged those who can to pay to do so 
because not paying on the original schedule will cost the 
town money. 

"We're all in this together," said Szyndlar, noting how 
the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) extended the national 
income tax filing deadline. 

Szyndlar told the board that the town was holding at 
one COVID-19 case as of Monday's meeting. 

"That's all I know of right now," said Szyndlar in 
her April 6 update to the board that included town hall's 
compliance with Governor Baker's order that all non- 


essential public buildings remained closed until May 4. 

The mailing of the town census has been delayed until that 
order is lifted. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Paul Ciaburri reported 
that the town has made an ultraviolet-light treatment 
available that sanitizes face masks. Residents can drop off 
their masks in a zip-lock bag at Fire Station 1 with name, 
address, and phone on the bag. Ciaburri said viable masks 
can be sanitized up to 20 times. 

Szyndlar also noted that Rochester Town Fair's 
property-use request stands, despite the rescheduling of all 
of the event's spring-season fundraising activities. 

Hartley praised Szyndlar's idea for a backup town 
administrator in the event she contracts the coronavirus 
and is unable to serve in her capacity. Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey, who hosted the April 6 meeting via Zoom, would 
serve in Szyndlar's absence. 

Calling it a "wise idea" by Szyndlar, Hartley asked 
Bailey, "Are you feeling good, Blair?" Bailey answered, "I'm 
feeling fine." The motion passed. 

Interim Town Clerk Paul Dawson's position was also 
fortified, as the board approved the extension of his contract 
from April 9 to one day after the annual town election, 
whenever that is. 

Typically discouraged, Rochester is encouraging the 
use of absentee ballots for town election in 2020. 

"We are hoping to encourage folks to use this (link on 
town clerk's website), for your safety and health as well as 
our workers," said Dawson. "When the date is set by the 
Board of Selectmen, there will be an election. But people 
will be leery about coming in (to public-polling places)... 
Whatever day that election is scheduled for, those ballots 
will be tabulated at that time. Make sure your voice is 
heard." 

In other business, Austin Alves was approved as a new 
part-time police officer appointed for duty in Rochester. 

An Old Rochester Regional High School and UMass 
Dartmouth graduate with a bachelor's degree in criminal 
justice. Alves has been training in the police academy and 
working part-time as a dispatcher in another town. 

Chief of Police Robert Small called the appointment 
Alves' "lifelong dream" and spoke glowingly about Alves' 
preparation and "excellent testing." 

Alves' appointment is the first of two staff additions

Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly, the mother will be 
around to feed the baby. This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
the bird is gone.

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Health District Destined for Breakup 

Marion Finance Committee 

By Mick Colageo 

Marion plans to pull out of its two-town health district 
with Rochester. 

In its first meeting since March 4, the Finance 
Committee voted unanimously on April 1 to join the 
unanimous recommendations of the Board of Selectmen and 
the Board of Health in carrying to town meeting the intent 
to end the arrangement with Rochester. 

"It's not working anymore. We're looking to get out 
of it and do our own thing," said Town Administrator lay 
McGrail, who will include the decision on the warrant for 
town meeting to withdraw from the Marion-Rochester 
Health District. "The District itself is a very convoluted 
thing to run one person... Maybe we could do shared 
services." 

Marion expects positive, long-term financial 
implications from a new arrangement. 

"That's something we've been advocating for... we'll 
end up saving some money," said FinCom Chairman Peter 
Winters. "The concept was for three (or) four towns to be 
together... I think we could do this shared employee with 
Rochester, but do it in a different way." 

It will take a year for a dissolution of the two-town 
health district to go into effect. 

Marion's problems are not with Health Director Karen 
Walega but with the bureaucratic setup and its inability to 
manage the situation. 
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"The district pays for worker's (compensation benefits) 
for one person, and we pay an accountant for one person," 
explained McGrail. "When I say this it doesn't come out 
right... but it's control. One thing is there's an employee for 
the Town of Marion that we can't manage. (It's a) tough 
way to work. 

"If the board's comfortable. I'd love to be able to put 
this on the warrant (for town meeting)." 

A motion passed for Marion to remove itself from the 
two-town health district with Rochester. 

"We finished the warrant here," said McGrail. 

In his update, McGrail told the Marion Finance 
Committee in its first meeting since early last month that, 
despite financial uncertainty at national and local levels, the 
town is faring well in Fiscal Year 2020. 

"We were very conservative on our revenue estimates 
regarding real-estate taxes, excise taxes and the like," he 
said. "Being that we're so late, currently about to enter the 
fourth quarter (of FY20), we've already collected a majority 
of the revenue that we need to meet our expectations for the 
year." 

McGrail does not anticipate financial difficulties for 
Marion from now until July, but does expect a downturn in 
the fourth-quarter billing. 

"Even with a downturn, we'll still be able to meet 
our revenue expectations for the year," he said, crediting 
Assistant Town Administrator Judy Mooney's budgeting 
work over the last few years. 

McGrail says Marion is in a position where even FY21 
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estimates, including state-aid estimates, are so conservative 
that it would take a very significant decrease in funding 
from the state and a very large decrease in what people will 
be paying in their taxes to be able to significantly impact the 
town in 2021. 

"We have no idea - it could get really bad, I don't know 
- but we're prepared to weather the storm," McGrail told 
Fincom. "The conservative-budgeting approach that we've 
taken has put us in a place where we're not susceptible to 
slight (economic) swings. We could be susceptible to large 
(swings)." 

McGrail expects that, if there is a "massive" impact on 
Marion's budget, it would make that impact to FY22. 

In the meantime, the priority has been to tie up 
all of Marion's financial legwork and be ready to go 
with a warrant for a town meeting that may be held in 
an improvised format, perhaps using Sippican School 
classrooms so that participants can view on monitors from 
inside the same building but keep limits inside individual 
rooms to the state-mandated maximum of 10, with 
individuals able at appropriate moments to walk to the 
main room for in-person participation. 

"If that's the case and town meeting is not typical, I 
think what we'd be looking to do is just approve Articles 1 
through 4 so that we have funding set up for FY21 starting 
July 1st, and then postpone town meeting to a date to be 
determined to deal with all of the capital articles and such," 
McGrail told FinCom. "We'll see how it goes, and you guys 
will be involved in that whole process.' 

Winters suggested McGrail consider Hoyt Hall 
(Firemen's Center) on the Tabor Academy campus, where 
town meeting has been held before. 

"That's got a lot bigger capacity so, as far as spacing 
people out or people sitting in household groups, that 
might be something you want to consider, if Tabor is 
obviously amenable," said Winters. 

Residents can deliver their tax payments into two 
drop-off boxes outside town hall, pay online or make an 
appointment for special circumstances. 

Board member Margherita Baldwin asked McGrail if 
there was any provision in the federal CARE Act for those 
impacted by the coronavirus pandemic to the point of not 
being able to pay their taxes. 

McGrail said he was receiving new updates from town 
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counsel. Board of Selectmen member John Waterman, who 
was on the call, said that the state's disaster declaration may 
free up funds. 

McGrail gave an update on the increase in costs to 
Marion's water and sewer budgets since FinCom's last 
meeting. Sewer, projected to increase by 7.3 percent a month 
ago, was estimated at a slight decrease to a 7.24 percent 
increase, making the total amount $3.14481 million. 

"David (Willett, DPW director) was pretty confident 
there wasn't a lot of fat in that or opportunities to save 
money," said Winters. "Obviously, seven percent is going 
to be a huge hit to the rate payers. You know, I don't think 
there's really much we can do, but we can decide how we 
want to vote on it." 

Ms. Baldwin's motion to accept was seconded by 
member Shay Assad and passed without discussion. 

Water enterprise was projected to increase by 10.83 
percent, now down to a 10.28 percent increase. 

The increases encompass the $2.8 million bond that 
Marion is in the process of taking out for the Mill Street 
project. According to McGrail, Marion has no capital 
projects at town meeting that require bonding. The amount 
the warrant will bring to town meeting is $2,183,799. 

A motion to accept was passed without discussion. 

Winters asked what happens if one of Marion's 
contracted companies goes out of business. 

Methuen Construction, which is working on Marion's 
lagoon project, is one of the largest companies in the state, 
according to McGrail, who said, "Hopefully they can 
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weather the storm. The contract we have with them is about 
4 inches thick." 

Board of Selectmen member John Waterman was on 
the call and noted that Methuen Construction posted a 
performance bond. 

"The most interesting thing over the next few weeks 
for Judy and myself will be we have some borrowing out 
that we're waiting to get back in, get some rates on. It'll be 
interesting to see how that shakes out and what we want 
to do," said McGrail. "We're in a situation where we're not 
long-term borrowing right now." 

McGrail said that, even if Marion can hold town 
meeting, it won't necessarily look to spend all of its free 
cash. He said the town will need to go back to the Capital 
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Improvement Planning Committee's plan to determine 
priorities. 

To address smaller projects that McGrail said tend 
to get lost, he set aside a Building Maintenance fund of 
$50,000. (In Sandwich, that amount was set at $125,000). 
FinCom passed the motion unanimously. The money will be 
allocated for carpet replacement and especially painting. 

"Painting never rises to a level of capital and, without a 
something like this in place, never gets done," said McGrail, 
who hopes to see the Community Center get painted 
and carpeted with drywall repairs. "There's a million 
little projects that just don't rise to the capital (planning) 
threshold." 

He told FinCom the commitment is to come back next 
year and explain how every cent was spent. Any leftover 
funds would go back into free cash. 

South Shore Generator quoted Marion at $47,000 for a 
new emergency generator for Perry Hill station to replace 
the 1994 emergency generator used to power the town 
during outages. Wolf Island was originally considered as 
well, but that will wait until next year. 

Waterman called it "mission critical" that the generators 
are up and running. 

The motion passed. 

Citing larger matters such as the Master Plan, McGrail 
told FinCom he is pulling the $40,000 article to fund the 
storage facility off the warrant. Marion will continue paying 
$4,000 per year to rent space and also use the recently sold 
Atlantis Drive facility. 

Winters cited a need to improve the means of ingress 
and egress, calling it difficult, and Waterman recommended 
a site plan for an overall improvement. 

McGrail said Marion needs to replace the town's bucket 
truck, which is expected to cost $150,000 if new. "My hope is 
to buy a used truck for $70,000 or $80,000 (and send the rest 
of the $150,000 back to free cash)," he said. 

The 1984 frame is rotted out, unusable and out of 
service since July 2019, according to McGrail. 

The motion passed. 

Items 45 and 46 set up a limit for revolving funds. 

"If we bring in $300,000... town meeting does not 
authorize us no matter how much revenue we bring in to 
spend more than that amount ($150,000 for recreation and 
$17,500 for health)," explained McGrail. 

Winters asked if Marion will need to increase the 
amount for the Health Department. 

"We're doing OK," said McGrail, noting a wire transfer 
of $25,000 from the state the week before the meeting that 
allowed Marion to bring in five public-health nurses to do 
case tracing for COVID-19. 

McGrail further explained that the $17,500 revolving 
fund provides an immunization program in which the 
money comes in from Tabor and Rochester and Marion 
provides the immunizations. 

Motions for both amounts passed. 

The next meeting of FinCom was set for 7:00 pm 
Wednesday, May 6.

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The meaning of "stick-to-itive-ness" was on full display 
when the April 6 meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board took place via Go-To-Meeting. After a bit of a slow 
start as each board member adjusted microphones, learned 
how to navigate the internet platform including muting 
and unmuting functions, the board opened the hearing of 
NextGrid, a solar development company headquartered in 
San Francisco. It took over three hours before the exhausted 
board members agreed to continue the hearing until May 4. 

Daniel Serber, NextGrid, first presented the proposed 
solar array project back in November in the form of a 
Special Permit application before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. After long presentations and abutter comment, 
primarily voicing strong opposition to a solar project in 
a residential neighborhood, that application was denied. 
NextGrid filed an appeal with the Massachusetts Land 
Court. 

Jonathan Silverstein of KP Law, Mattapoisett's legal 
representative, provided clarification on how the applicant, 
after being denied permitting by the ZBA could file an 
application for consideration by the Planning Board. 

It was determined by the Town of Mattapoisett that 
a possible solution might be reached by allowing the 
project to be filed with the Planning Board. The town's 
legal representatives met with the applicant's legal team. 
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it was learned in a follow-up with Mattapoisett's Director 
of Inspectional Services Andy Bobola. He said that, given 
the possibility of a long and expensive legal process at land 
court with the possibility of the decision coming down on 
the side of the applicant, the town wanted to be able to 
have some oversight of the project. 

"We can have site-plan review and input and the 
ability to condition the project," Bobola told The Wanderer. 
He said that if the applicant won in land court, the town 
would have forfeited that option. 

Silverstein said that previous solar projects sought and 
received permitting through the granting of special permits 
issued by the ZBA absent site-plan review by the Planning 
Board. He said that the appeal by NextGrid is pending 
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in land court. The applicant's appeal states, in part, that 
because the town does not have a solar bylaw, there is no 
method available to grant special permits. 

"The Planning Board has more experience with 
engineering specifications... it was agreed between the 
parties that the appeal process would quit and the applicant 
would come before the Planning Board," he said. 

Silverstein also explained that state statutes grant 
special consideration when proposed projects in residential 
areas fall into categories such as religious structures, 
schools, and solar arrays. "Zoning bylaws may not prohibit 
solar," he said. But he added Mattapoisett's bylaw don't 
speak to solar at all. 

During the hours-long hearing, various technical 
aspects of the project were heard with opportunities for 
the board members to ask questions of any of the three 
members of the NextGrid team. Serber was joined at the 
virtual conference table by Chris King of the architectural 
firm Atlantic Design, Sandwich, and NextGrid's attorney, 
Joseph Pacella. 

The topics touched on stormwater drainage, scope 
of clearing, concerns around heavy equipment on the 
dirt roadway. Bowman Road, MSDS requirements for 
transformers, emergency-equipment ingress and egress 
capabilities, fencing, screening, and set-backs. Also 
discussed was the applicant's willingness to post bonds for 
decommissioning and maintenance. Sums were not set at 
this time. 

Serber stated that extra care and consideration for 
abutters had been taken. 

"We have spent time getting to know the abutters," he 
said. "They have been kind and invited us into their homes. 
We wanted to keep the project palatable to the community." 
Serber said that turtles and other migrating animals would 
be able to traverse the property freely and that landscaping 
would include the use of pollinating mixtures. 

King pointed out that earlier plans had been modified 
to allow greater distances between private residences and 
the two solar-array fields, and that one of the two areas 
planned for development had been reduced by several 
acres. He also said that comments by the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust's peer-review consultant, G.A.F. Engineering, would 
be included in future plan modifications. 

Public comment was taken in the form of written 
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missives, but Planning Board member Nathan Ketchel said 
that continuances would allow for public comment in the 
public meeting format. King felt all public comment should 
be in written form versus verbal participation, saying in 
this way the applicant could respond in kind. King feared 
by allowing verbal comment at the next meeting a decision 
would be delayed. Ketchel disagreed, saying, "I don't think 
we can put any kind of timeline on it. 

"I'm not going to come in on May 4 and say (the 
public) can't comment. There was a pandemic. I didn't 
write this into how this year was going to go. Under current 
statute, we can go 45 days beyond the emergency order of 
May 4." 

Earlier in the meeting, letters submitted to the 
Planning Board by Aucoot Road resident Brad Hathaway 
and his daughter Jane Hathaway dated April 2 and April 
3 included questions of the appropriateness of a solar 
array in a residential district, consideration of drainage 
and stormwater management in light of the downstream 
location of the project, intent of 1965 Master Plans that 
indicated development should be compatible with 
residential areas, and large investments on the part of the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust in partnership with donors, the 
municipality and other investors to conserve more than 400 
areas abutting the proposed solar array property, a point 
that according to Hathaway, "defeated the purpose" of 
conservation efforts. 

Comments from the Mattapoisett Land Trust were 
recorded in the public hearing but not read aloud during 
this meeting.

Other agenda items including review of a new solar 
bylaw and language modifications to flood-zone bylaws 
were suspended until further notice pending town 
meeting's scheduling.

Condo Project at 78 Wareham Road Hits a Snag 

Marion Planning Board

After another discussion as to whether to take a 
proposed zoning change at 78 Wareham Road to town 
meeting so that developer Henry Dejesus can build a 48- 
unit condo village intended to serve the needs of Marion's 
aging community, the Marion Planning Board balked in its 
Monday night meeting. 

The April 6 meeting, held via live video conference, 
was the Planning Board's first since February 18 and its first 
since the threat of coronavirus had closed public offices and 
gatherings. 

The board planned to convene with the intention 
of voting to support the application for a zoning change 
from a Residence D designation limiting the property to 
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two-acre, single-family units to Residence E, allowing 
two units per acre. Approval at town meeting would 
transform the 29-acre property from being only be able to fit 
approximately 15 units to one able to fit as many as 50 units 
or, should the project include single-bedroom units, more 
than 50. 

To everyone's apparent surprise. Town Counsel John 
Witten, who participated in the meeting by telephone, 
told the board that it is unlawful to attach a condition to a 
zoning change because it constitutes a quid pro quo and 
legally is no different than accepting cash from a developer 
to make a zoning change. 

As an alternative, Witten proposed a deed restriction in 
escrow so that the zoning change proposal could be brought 
to town meeting for citizen approval and, at the same time, 
provide the town a sense of confidence in the project being 
built as proposed. 

Witten explained that the zoning change would be 
effective upon passage, then the applicant would seek 
approval for the project and, if approved, that would trigger 
the release of the deed restriction. 

"The devil is in the details, but I have no doubt we can 
work it out," Witten said. 

Members of the Planning Board weren't so sure. 

Until Monday's meeting, the board had not been 
supportive of the scenario in which the proposed deed 
restriction would be lifted. 

Board of Selectman member John Waterman, who 
attended the online meeting, asked, "What if the project 
is not approved... so the deed is not released from escrow 
but the zoning change has gone through? It's leaving us 
exposed on that basis. (The developer) could come along 
with a totally different project that the board doesn't want 
to approve and he's got his zoning change." 

The concern is a Residence E zoning designation would 
technically open the door for a project of significantly 
higher density than what Marion wants to see. 

Witten acknowledged Waterman's point, adding, "The 
other possibility... once the zoning is changed, the land 
could be sold to a third party. That is the risk of negotiating 
a zoning change... (that's) why there's a law." 

Members of the board also objected to the town's lack 
of protection, but Witten stated repeatedly that neither 
the Planning Board nor town meeting can enforce such 
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an outcome. All they can do is approve or reject a zoning 
change, but a zoning change could come back to haunt the 
town should Dejesus sell his property rather than develop 
it. 

Patricia McArdle, the developer's attorney, was on 
the call and said she was "flabbergasted" at the emerging 
skepticism, citing her client's multiple gestures of goodwill. 

"I probably sound like a broken record at this point, but 
Dejesus is pushing hard into this," said McArdle, noting 
the developer's hire of Marion-based T2 Architecture and 
money spent pushing the project forward based on a 50- 
unit limit. 

Board member Christopher Collings brought up the 
situation that the town is in after a zoning change was 
granted to developer Sherman Briggs, whose 28-unit 
proposal was withdrawn in favor of a 42-unit project, 
calling it "a perfect example of what John Waterman is 
saying. My vote for the zoning change at the time was 
based on his project being in line with Marion's Master Plan 
goals." 

Vice Chairperson Andrew Daniel said he was 
"steaming" after unwittingly helping that happen by 
standing up in town meeting to support the zoning change 
that paved the path for Briggs' change of plans. "I fell in 
love with the project that Mr. Dejesus (proposed)... as much 
as I want that project - and I really do - I'm feeling a little 
betrayed right now and wouldn't want to stick my neck out 
again." 

Board member Norm Hills said, "The second condition 
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to come up in this meeting is not acceptable because we're 
just going to get ourselves into another problem here." 

Board member Eileen Marum called the new conditions 
"rather eye-opening". 

"The town has been betrayed by Mr. Briggs... I 
have misgivings now approving this particular project 
after listening. I think we should give this very careful 
consideration, and it may be best to leave this zoning the 
way it is." 

Board member Joe Rocha said, "Things are different 
since we had that (prior) meeting. (Dejesus) looked us in 
the eye and said, "two (units) per acre. That's what I want 
to do, but that's a big leap of faith." 

Witten reminded McArdle that good faith exists 
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between Dejesus and the Planning Board, but that it's 
important the town protect itself against scenarios even 
Dejesus himself may not be able to control amidst the 
economic instability brought about by the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

'Town meeting never approves a project; they approve 
a zoning change, but, as Mr. Waterman says, that could also 
be someone else's project," explained Witten. "You cannot 
fashion a project at town meeting, just a zoning change. If 
town meeting can't do that, don't grant the zoning change. 

"The only way around that is the restriction, that the 
owner is nervous about. That... is a problem." 

McArdle argued that Title 5 will limit the property all 
by itself. 

"It's 48 units. Once you cap off, it becomes 
extraordinarily expensive to get to the next type of unit. It 
is a self-limiting project unless he does one-bedroom units," 
she said. "If we can't move forward on this, he's just going 
to sell it to somebody else." 

McArdle said she did not mean that statement to sound 
like a threat, but stated it as a fact of the options Dejesus 
was considering. 

Noting the estimated $270,000 the town would have 
to gain in property taxes plus the excise tax revenue that 
residents' vehicles would generate, Daniel said, "We have 
to be careful if we fight that kind of benefit to the town." 

Witten told Planning Board Chairman Will Saltonstall 
that Dejesus' property could theoretically be purchased and 
annexed. 

Witten recommended a new provision or the 
amendment of an old one to promise or commit to limit 
density so McArdle could give her client some comfort level 
and give the town the confidence it seeks. It would need 
a zoning change to the district and a zoning change to the 
bylaw, Witten said. 

"We don't want to do more than we need to... but 
we could consider a bylaw change... that would give the 
potential applicant an ability to develop a project," he said. 

Citing the timeline before the warrant needs to be 
ready for the printer for town meeting. Hills said the town 
does not have the necessary time to do something like that. 

Saltonstall said the meeting was held so that, if 
the zoning change gained the board's approval. Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail would have it in time to include 
in the warrant for town meeting. 

Waterman said the Board of Selectmen was scheduled 
to vote in its Thursday, April 9, meeting on a postponement 
of town meeting. (McGrail told the Board of Selectmen 
on Tuesday that he will recommend postponement to an 
undetermined date no later than June 30 but with 20 days' 
notice.) 

The June town meeting is expected only to function to 
establish the budget for Fiscal Year 2021. Waterman expects, 
in the event of a town meeting postponed until June, that 
McGrail will have more time to prepare the warrant for 
printing. 

Saltonstall asked McArdle to confer with Dejesus, then 
they would work to get inside the deadline. "Patricia, we're 
all on the same page;" he told her. "(We're) just trying to 
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do our jobs here and would be willing to expedite a special 
meeting to get it on the warrant." 

McArdle accepted Saltonstall's overture, saying, "I 
would like (Dejesus) to hear all of this. If there is a way 
for us to think creatively... so it's win-win for everybody, I 
would like this opportunity. I'm sure he would, too." 

Codings said, "I think we just got a bad taste of what 
happens when it goes sour... I want to see something cool 
happen here." 

Marum agreed: "It would be great to see this project go 
forward... My greater concern is for the seniors who want 
to downsize, move into condos, be part of an association, 
be surrounded by their friends, loved ones, community 
members, I would feel more comfortable if we could get 
some assurances." 

"It's a lot of details, but I don't want Mr. Dejesus to 
lose faith," Saltonstall told McArdle. "He has to understand 
what we're going through. Please convey that to him..." 

Saltonstall also asked the Planning Board to go easy on 
Briggs, asking members "don't jump down that one's throat 
until you know a little more." 

No date was set for the next Planning Board meeting.

Along with reading, being a wiz at crossword puz¬ 
zles, and sitting on the porch listening to her birds sing, she 
loved spending time with family and friends, especially her 
grandchildren. 

Gale leaves behind her children; Frank, Steve (and 
wife, Finda), Judy (and husband, Mark), Michael (and hus¬ 
band, Andrew), David, Patricia (and husband, Daniel), Rocky

Charles W. White, a beloved English 
Professor for over five decades, passed 
away peacefully at his Marion home, on 
Saturday, April 4, 2020 after a long illness. 
He was 83. 

Born in Boston, the son of the late 
Charles W. and Anna (Haley) White, he 
grew up in the Allston neighborhood, and 
fondly remembered his childhood in the 
1940s — particularly playing with his pals 
at Ringer Park and spending Saturdays at 
the movies. He graduated from Boston Fatin School in 1954 
and received his BS degree in 1958 from Boston University, 
where he was a member of Delta Sigma Phi. After entering the 
workforce, White realized the importance of pursuing a career 
he loved, and returned to school to study Fiterature. 

He attended Tufts University where he received an 
M.A. in English and taught his first college courses. In 1967, 
White completed his Ph.D. in Fiterature at Harvard Universi¬ 
ty; his dissertation, “Benjamin Franklin: A Study in Self-My- 
thology,” was later revised and published by Garland Press. 

White was a Professor of English, at the University 
of Massachusetts Dartmouth, for a record 51 years before his 
retirement in 2017. His courses — which spanned from large 
lectures surveying American Fiterature and Film, to in-depth 
seminars on Hemingway, Fitzgerald, Wharton, Thoreau, and 
Melville — were popular for his insightful interpretations, 
breadth of knowledge, and funny personal anecdotes. His 
decades-long career was underscored by his activism and 
passion for free speech. 

Two of his favorite courses to teach were “The 
American Dream” and “Films of the 1940s,” both of which 
he created. White also founded UMD’s International Film 
Series, hosting students and community members for 20 years. 
Additionally, White was a member of the part-time faculty 
at Northeastern University for 35 years and taught briefly at 
UMass Fowell and the University of Hawaii. 

In his spare time, White travelled extensively in the 
United States and Europe and spent many summer vacations 
in England. On road trips, he shunned highways and stopped 
to read historical markers. He enjoyed friendly neighborhood 
card games, New England sports teams, pub trivia, golf at 
Allendale Country Club, dining out, attending theater and, of 
course, reading — especially mysteries and historical novels. 

He is survived by his wife, Patricia (Benham) White 
of Marion, MA; his children, Sarah (White) Ricard and her 
husband, David, of Eos Angeles, CA; Jennifer White Smith 
and her husband, Christian, of New Bedford, MA; Jessica 
White and her husband, John Foster, of Atlanta, GA; Paul 
Barton and his wife, Nicole, of Plymouth, MA; eight grand¬ 
children, and two great-grandchildren. He was predeceased 
by his son, Alexander Charles White and his brother, Roger S. 
White.

Present were Chairman Daniel Chase, 
legal consultant Blair Bailey, along with commissioners A1 
Mennino and Dana Barrows. 

Also present was Water and Sewer Superintendent 
Henri Renauld. During the course of his updates on various 
ongoing projects, Renauld said, due to the importance 
of assuring worker safety and the need to have healthy 
employees ready at all times, he has divided the staff into 
teams. Renauld explained that the departments' workforce 
has been split into two teams working on a rotating 
schedule to try and ensure as much physical separation and 
viability as possible. 

"If one person in a team gets sick, the entire team 
has to be quarantined," he said. He stated that many 
people are working from home. In a follow-up, Renauld 
told The Wanderer that he has tried to duplicate each 
position, setting up in-field teams but also providing for 
his replacement in the event he becomes ill. He said that 
retired superintendent Nick Nicholson would replace 
him if necessary. Office staff is also working on a rotating 
schedule, he said. 

Renauld wanted to assure the public that the water 
supply is safe and that twice-monthly testing is performed. 
He said that people do not need to buy bottled water. 

He told the commissioners that the Massachusetts 
Environmental Protection Agency uses a checklist 
for ensuring the safety of the public water supply. 
Mattapoisett's water department and the Mattapoisett River 
Valley aquifer serves parts of Marion and Rochester, as 
well as Fairhaven and Mattapoisett. "There is no indication 
the pathogen can be transmitted in the drinking water," 
he said. "I'm also having weekly conference calls with the 
EPA." 

A bigger issue, Renauld said, was the flushing of 
various types of hygiene wipes into the municipal sewer 
system. He said private septic systems would also be 
impacted.

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"Every time there is a clog, we've got to put our staff in 
a trench." While it is unlikely any pathogen could survive 
in the sewer system, Renauld said emergency maintenance 
situations put the worker in harm's way 

"Even if the package says the wipe can be flushed, 
don't do it," Renauld urged the public. 

In other business, Renauld updated the commissioners 
on the cost estimates for expanding the public sewer system 
from Route 6 north along North Street to the intersection 
with Industrial Drive. 

Renauld said that preliminary estimates found that 
each household would face paying $47,000 in betterment 
fees. When asked, he said that several years ago the 
estimate had been $40,000. "The size of the project is the 
problem," he said. There simply aren't enough residences to 
share the cost, he said. Too few homes would mean a heavy 
financial burden to each household in the expansion zone. 

The commissioners expressed their dismay at the high 
estimate, with Chase saying, "I'm appalled." 

"It would be hard to present that to the residents," 
Renauld stated. 

Barrows said, "Don't even bother - that kind of money 
is obscene." 

Renauld concurred saying, "Due to inflation, I don't 
think the project is economical for the residents." 

Barrows asked if another estimate using a different 
engineering group would be advisable before presenting 
anything to the public. Renauld said he would follow-up on 
that idea. Barrows said, "We need due diligence." 

Chase said he wanted to focus on the next big sewer 
project. Pease's Point, as the commissioners agreed to table 
further discussion on North Street sewer expansion at this 
time. 

Renauld also updated the commission on the Eel 
Pond sewer project, saying that grant monies would soon 
be released to cover some of the initial outlay that the 
town was required to fund, and that some environmental 
engineering studies completed for Phase lb of the bike path 
could be used to satisfy some of the studies required by 
Massachusetts Coastal Zone Management. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer 
Department had not been scheduled at press time.

ORR Schools Mobilize for Remote Learning 

Rochester Memorial School Committee

Superintendent of Schools Doug White praised the tech 
department while discussing a district-wide shift to remote 
learning during the April 2 online meeting of the Rochester 
Memorial School Committee. 

On April 3, White wrote a letter to the Tri-Town 
Communities stating that all six schools in the Old 
Rochester Regional School district were shifting to a remote¬ 
learning model. Furthermore, all staff members have been 
busy drafting remote-learning plans to share with parents, 
guardians, and students. 

ORR's goal is that students can learn on and offline 
while away from the classroom until at least May 4 per state 
order. 

"We're having dialogue about what that may look like 
and what we might do," White told the Rochester School 
Committee assembled via video conference online. "Remote 
learning isn't just a virtual experience... it could be a large 
group of people getting together. It could be an audio¬ 
conference, it could be a 1-to-l student (session)... We're 
trying to get that message out that it's not just screen time 
or time with the teacher." 

According to White, ORR is looking at a schedule of 
three hours only on the backs of their classroom teacher, 
roughly half the time of a school day. "Another thing that 
we're asking is that teachers provide an hour of office time 
available to their families (i.e. office hours)," he said.

The Cook, the Thief, His Wife and Her Lover. Starring 
Michael Gambon and Helen Mirren. Directed by Peter 
Greenaway. Running time: 121 minutes. MPAA rating:

Thirty years ago this month, we in America 
began to hear of something dark and alluring, a British 
film with a title worthy of Grimm: The Cook, the Thief His 
Wife and Her Lover. Those of us who caught it in an art- 
house theater, with an actual audience, remember the 
hushed noises around us. It was a weird crowd. Viewers 
accustomed to rather more genteel and artsy fare were 
confronted with images of sex and violence; viewers with a 
thorough grounding in exploitation flicks were confronted 
with allusions to great painters and dramatists. Either way 
it was a confrontation. Does it say anything today, though? 
And really, did it ever? 

I'm not a Cook, Thief hater. Its creator, writer- 
director Peter Greenaway, crafted an extraordinary — and 
extraordinarily memorable — fable about art and love 
adrift in a cruel world of ... of what? Consumerism? 
Capitalism? Thatcherism? Cook, Thief can be an attack 
on whatever you want it to be an attack on. But is it 
really an attack? Certainly the second character in the 
title — the thief, crude gangster Albert Spica (Michael 
Gambon) — seems meant to stand in for ugliness and 
brutality wherever we may find it. Spica sits in his favorite 
restaurant, which he has also bought, and spews about 
disgusting topics as though he were a naughty little boy 
testing the patience of his elders. But no one dares to push 
back at him; doing so may get you stabbed in the face with 
a fork, or taken out to the parking lot and smeared with 
dog excrement. 

Whatever narrative tension there is in Cook, 

Thief derives from Spica's abused and soul-tired wife 
Georgina (Helen Mirren), who loathes Spica and has her 
eye on a literally bookish man, Michael (Alan Howard). 
Michael comes to the restaurant each night, reading about 
the French Revolution over the meals prepared by the 
head chef, Richard Boarst (Richard Bohringer), who also 
hates Spica. If Cook, Thief belongs to anyone other than 
Greenaway, it's Mirren, who wrestles the movie away from 
Greenaway's often pompous clutches and invests it with 
recognizable human emotion — even during a late scene 
that goes on forever and spoils what might be, in a "lesser" 
film by Greenaway's lights, the big twist. If you've never 
seen the movie or haven't for years, you will come away 



from it with an even deeper-seated respect for Mirren, who 
does her damnedest in a largely unwritten role. Greenaway, 
it seems, doesn't do humans any more than his opposite 
number — say, Michael Bay — does. 

Yet it's this very tension between humanity and 
the film's rigorous scheme — between life and art — that 
digs its hooks into our memories. The lurid cruelties that 
Greenaway lingers over, out of perhaps some disdainful 
conviction that this is what the mass audience wants, 
help to file the movie on a rarefied art-exploitation shelf 
alongside, say, Abel Ferrara's Bad Lieutenant or Darren 
Aronofsky's mother!. I don't mind Greenaway's fixation on 
art. I actually prefer his Belly of an Architect, made two years 
before Cook, Thief, and not just because Brian Dennehy 
dominates it brilliantly. There's a compassion, a generosity 
of spirit, in it that's missing from Cook, Thief. But by the 
time Greenaway made this film, he'd been in the business 
and dealing with money men for enough years that his 
experience, I suspect, informed the Juvenalian satire here. 

Cook, Thief was the first film by Greenaway 
distributed in America by Miramax, which at that point 
was building a reputation as a tony studio specializing in 
prestigious works from the indie scene and from abroad. 
After the movie's success — driven by all the buzz about 
its ghastly content — Miramax got into the Greenaway 
business briefly, with Prospero's Books and Drowning by 
Numbers. Nowadays, of course, Miramax is associated with 
far more sinister things than a movie featuring vomit and 
poop and corpse-munching. The bearded, balding Albert 
Spica, with his potato face, his violently menacing swagger, 
his ferocious misogyny, and his deafening contempt for 
anything uppity while conspicuously consuming fine 
food (art food!) only to crap it out later, strikes me in 2020 
as nothing so much as Greenaway's prescient portrait of 
Harvey Weinstein. Viewed as a metaphor for Greenaway 
the cook's hatred of the slimy vulgarians he had to prepare 
exquisite dishes for in order to continue to cook at all. Cook, 
Thief takes on considerable thematic weight. And who 
among us can object to the way Greenaway deals with 
his Weinstein, by putting the means of revenge not in the 
cook's hand, finally, but in the wife's? 
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This could be done by phone or via phone apps, 
computer programs or email, he said. 

Committee member Tina Rood suggested that there 
be one guaranteed place where families will know how 
to connect to a teacher. "We're in what is a crisis with the 
families/' she said. 

White said the schools are already in such an active 
communication that the school will be the side performing 
regular maintenance of those situations. 

Principal Derek Medeiros said Rochester Memorial 
School will continue posting messages to remind families 
that this communication is being promoted. 

White told committee member Sharon Hartley that 
families would be advised as to how the day will proceed 
and the online platforms. 

"We have teachers who are using email and teachers 
who are using a website," said White, who said work 
is ongoing on professional development for support of 
teachers to mobilize them. "We're going to make mistakes 
and we're going to do better." 

White acknowledged the changing goals with the 
passing of time since it became apparent school would 
be out beyond the original prescription of April 7 to the 
present order of May 4. 

"We're just under 300 Chromebooks lent out over all 
of the districts; that's a continuing opportunity that we're 
offering our students," he said. 

Hot spots are also being addressed and alternative 
means of internet linkage. 



"Our teachers feel comfortable with the platforms that 
we're using," said Medeiros. "I think everybody's going 
to be a Zoom expert." Jokes aside, Medeiros says online 
tutorials are being researched and sent out to teachers to 
support their efforts. 

Assistant Superintendent Mike Nelson suggested 
that if people visit the ORR website or any of the school 
webpages, then move to the Staff Resources tab up top and 
click on "PD for School Closure," it will show the programs 
and resources that the ORR District is offering. 

Nelson discussed special education, noting immediate 
meetings upon the March 13 closure of schools, beginning 
weekly check-ins with homes and offering students newly 
needing social and emotional support to engage Central 
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Office. 

"Our priority is providing as many services and 
support to our families as we possibly can, knowing that 
they're not going to be looking the same," said Nelson, who 
went on what he called a "Zoom marathon" to reach out to 
families with students with disabilities. 

Screen time was also discussed by the committee, 
acknowledging the necessary byproduct of online 
learning being additional hours spent by children at their 
computers. 

In his report. White thanked the ongoing work of 
cafeteria in ORR schools for the 145-170 lunches distributed 
per day. White said ORR will move to an every-other-day 
schedule to limit exposure by staff. There is no interaction 
between staff and those picking up lunches. Staffers 
maintain separate stations while working to prepare 
lunches. 

"There had been conversation about reimbursement... 
We've lost the ability to collect funds," said White. "Just 
over the weekend, the (federal government) announced 
that they will cover it... Our cafeteria workers are not 
supported through our budget. We will keep you posted 
with that." 

People who pick up meals receive lunch and breakfast 
for the next day. 

Classrooms are being cleaned more intensely and 
regularly and, if used, are being sanitized again. "We've 
been doing that in all three towns," said White. 

Following the March 13 school closure, Medeiros 
reported having allowed teachers to come back into school 
to gather belongings for the ongoing absence. 

"I want to acknowledge that we are paving the road 
as we are walking on it, and we are walking on it," said 
Hartley when opening the meeting. "I'm proud of many of 
the things that have happened in the past few weeks with 
our students, our children and their families. Thank you, 
everyone." 

Class assignment for the 2020-21 school year in all ORR 
schools will be moved to mid-August, Medeiros confirmed, 
and March 12 meeting minutes were approved. 

The April 2 meeting began with committee approval 
of the appointment of Laurie Walsh as new recording 
secretary. 

The ORR School Committee is scheduled to meet on

'Distance Learning' Keeps Prep Students on 
Trade 

From Tabor Academy 

With schools closed all over the state until May 4, 
school is still "in session" at Tabor Academy -at a distance. 
Though geographically apart, faculty and students jumped 
right into distance learning on March 26 to kick off the 
spring trimester. 

Tabor faculty worked over the break to rethink 
curriculum, learn new tools, and develop collaborative 
strategies online in order to ensure educational continuity 
for the students. 

"While the format and forum will be different, the 
skills and objectives we have been working on together 
since September will remain familiar," says Eileen Marceau, 
Associate Head of School for Academic Affairs. "Our 
focus remains on developing our students as confident, 
independent learners, and our transition to distance 
learning is an opportunity to test our own progress."

advisors gather in video conferences to check in on the 
assignments, ask questions, catch up with one another, plan 
and engage in some discussion about the material. 

"Asynchronous work is typically for deeper learning," 
says Marceau, "while synchronous meetings are more about 
connection and maintaining community - an important 
goal of this effort." 

Marceau explains that the teacher in this model 
becomes more of an instructional coach, learning mentor 
and facilitator, providing structure and goals for students 
and supporting them both individually and in group 
settings online as they fine-tune ideas, share work, reflect 
and expand their understanding, and demonstrate their 
learning through a variety of media. 

Developing community and sharing perspectives is 
also critically important to the Tabor experience. In order to 
maintain community, student clubs and activities can meet 
online after the school day and in the evenings. 

"Teams, discussion groups, dorms, friend groups and 
more are finding video conferencing to be an important tool 
for staying in touch and keeping the relationships and ideas 
going," said Director of Communications Kerry Saltonstall.

"I think it does provide a little more comfort having 
the legs to go a little further back into June," Old Colony 
Athletic Director Matt Trahan, also a member of the MIAA 
Board of Directors. "Because I think if it wasn't (pushed 
back), I think it would have all been a little more rushed. 
And I think it provides the kids with the possibility of 
having a state tournament."

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Another change that has been made by the MIAA is 
the minimum number of games that need to be played in 
order to qualify for tournament play The minimum is now 
eight, and the maximum is 12. With the change, both the 
Mayflower and the South Coast conferences have made 
changes to their already abbreviated schedules. 

'The SCC has reconfigured all the schedules to fit 
within the (designated) time frame, with anywhere from 
an eight to 12 games scheduled, depending on how easy 
it was to fit those games and cover what we needed," Old 
Rochester Athletic Director Bill Tilden said. "With the teams 
that only have eight, (they) can definitely find some other 
opponents (outside of their conference) to slide in. But some 
are a little bit trickier than others because we don't have the 
same number of teams in every sport. 

"Not all (SCC schools) have lacrosse and (not) all... 
have tennis. So (schedules) didn't figure out the same way. 
But we've already updated the schedules, they are online, 
they've been given to the assigners so we have officials 
lined up for all those games. So right now, our plan is that if 
the governor lets us, we're going to start on May 4 and, you 
know, rock and roll ASAP." 

The Mayflower Conference will take the same 
approach as the SCC, starting with a schedule of conference 
games and only scheduling non-league opponents as 
needed - and if available. 

ORR is a member of the SCC and Old Colony is a 
member of the Mayflower. 

Even if school starts back up and the MIAA gives 
programs the green light to get started, there is still no 
guarantee all schools will open their doors right away. In 
those cases, sports would once again be impacted. 

"We just want to get some competitions to these kids 
and get it back to normal - if that's a possibility for us," 
Tilden said after spending Tuesday morning with fellow 
staff members cleaning out over 800 student lockers. 

Trahan hopes to do everything he can to make sure 
student-athletes have a chance for some normalcy when 
school starts back up. 

"If (the May 4 start date) got voted down, my thought 
was we were either going to run scrimmages with other 
teams or run intramurals. Because, for me. I've got to give 
the kids something. They need something at this point."

In 1998, the Sippican Historical 
Society commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's 
historic homes and buildings. Over 100 were cataloged 
and photographed. SHS will feature one building a week 
so that the residents of Marion can understand more about 

its unique historical 
architecture.

'MakerLab' Producing Face Shields for First 
Responders 
From Tabor Academy 

While the engineering classes that normally fill the 
Tabor Academy MakerLab have all moved online, the 
building is still humming with activity Since mid-March, 
the space has been taken over by the manufacture of face 
shields for donation to those who need personal protective 
equipment (PPE). 

With news of a national shortage of PPE in the 
headlines, faculty members Karl and Susan Kistler knew 
that they had tools and the know-how to help. They soon 
began producing a design approved by the National 
Institutes of Health that involves both 3D-printed and laser- 
cut components. 

They have organized 
quite a production. 

In all, volunteers at 
Tabor have made 
over 80 completed 
masks and hundreds 
of components that 
will be joined with 
those from other 
makerspaces in New 
England. 

When 

everything is working, 12 3D printers on campus contribute 
to this effort. 

MakerLab coordinator Dr. Karl Kistler notes: "We're 
lucky. Just before spring break, the Girls Advancing in 
STEM (GAINS) Club had just finished assembling two new 
printers for donation to Our Sisters' School in New Bedford. 
The club members had been working hard to assemble 
the two 3D printers and organize a time to travel to OSS 
to present the new printers to the middle school girls and 
show them how they work. Since the OSS campus is also 
closed, we've decided to press the two printers into service 
until they can be donated. In addition, the Marion and 
Mattapoisett town libraries have loaned us their machines." 

A few others on campus have contributed to the PPE 
effort. A science teacher has set up four of the 3D printers

in his dormitory common room and is running production 
there. Two other faculty families worked in their homes 
to attach a headband to each finished visor with rubber 
bands and zip-ties in order to keep the face shield in place. 
Another teacher will deliver mask components not used 
locally to a partner makerspace in Brookline for final 
preparation and distribution to Boston area hospitals. Dr. 
Kistler said, "As soon as we told the campus what we were 
doing, people came forward asking how to help." 

Susan Kistler has been handling logistics: "We've 
coordinated with the local Department of Health and 
have produced masks for the Police and Fire departments 
in Marion and (for) Wareham Pediatrics, as well as for 
people who are part of our campus community who

Mattapoisett Shellfishing Restrictions 

The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries has 
notified Mattapoisett that shellfish growing in Mattapoisett 
Harbor no longer meet established criteria for the harvest of 
shellfish due to seasonal water quality changes. The closure 
went in effect on April 1, 2020. 

The closed area is defined as "Cove East of the Town 
Landing" in the official notification, and reads, "The waters 
and flats of that portion of Mattapoisett Harbor, east of the 
mouth of the river and south of a line drawn from the 'No 
Shellfishing' sign at the northern mouth of the Mattapoisett
